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Stunning details revealed in charges 


against former social worker Murphy 


Documents spell out admitted lies in cases involving sexually abused children

The former Anderson 
County social worker indict¬ 
ed on nine felony counts 
of tampering with public 
records admitted doing so 
to an investigator with the 
attorney general’s office, 
according to documents 
obtained by The Anderson 


News. 

Margaret “Geri” Murphy, 
who in September pleaded 
not guilty to the charges, 
admitted falsifying records 
in each of the nine counts, 
including cases involving 
numerous cases of alleged 
sexual abuse — one involv¬ 
ing an infant. 

Her admissions are con¬ 


tained in the state attorney 
general’s office’s bill of par¬ 
ticulars, which was filed last 
week in Anderson County 
Circuit Court and includes 
specific allegations made 
against Murphy for cases 
she investigated between 
2006 and 2010. 

Murphy was told in Feb¬ 
ruary to “quit or be fired” 


from her job as a social 
worker in Anderson County 
after allegations against her 
began to mount. 

Other cases include alle¬ 
gations of child neglect, 
parents using drugs while 
an infant and toddler 
were in their vehicle, and

Bustin claims Conway 
'breaking the law,' 
restricts public comments

Embattled health director Brandon 
Hurley still has his job, but his fate is 
far from decided. 

The Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Board of Health took 
no action following an 
hour-long closed session 
last Wednesday night 
and will no seek “legal 
advice” on how to pro¬ 
ceed. 

Following the 
meeting, the board 
announced it will meet 
Thursday, Nov. 3 at 6:30 
p.m. to discuss “person¬ 
nel.” 

Last week’s closed 
session followed a ten¬ 
sion-filled portion of 
the five-hour meeting 
during which board 
chairman Andy Bustin 
claimed Judge-Executive John Wayne 
Conway was “breaking the law” by 
publicly criticizing Hurley, and then 
refused to allow any public comments 
about Hurley. 

“I’m not going to allow him to be 
butchered,” Bustin said. 

Conway serves as a voting member 
of the health board and vowed during 
its previous meeting to make a motion 
to have Hurley fired due to the 
department’s ongoing budget woes. 

Conway never got that far last 
Wednesday before Bustin cut him off 
and demanded the closed session. 

Hurley has been under fire for 
the past two years. During each, the 
health board has voted to pump hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of its reserve dol¬ 
lars into Hurley’s budget to make up 
for a shortfall estimated to be around

hunting boots. 

Berkley, who was planning to 
boat to a location on the lake to go 
turkey hunting, told rescuers that 
he had just purchased the boots and 
was wearing them while backing 
his car down the ramp. 

“They were heavier then he was 
used to,” said Anderson County Fire 
Chief Mike Barnes. 

“He said the normal procedure he 
uses is to back the boat down and 
jam on the brake, which allows the 
boat to slide off the trailer and into 
the water. 

“But with the new boots, instead 


of jamming the brake he accidental¬ 
ly hit the accelerator and shot the 
boat, trailer and his Crown Victoria 
into the lake.” 

Barnes said Berkley saw water 
rising on the floorboards of his car, 
bailed out and made it safely back 
to shore. 

His car and boat trailer sank 
about 40 feet off shore and when 
they hit bottom, the car’s roof was 
about 8 feet beneath the surface. 

Because the Van Buren ramp is 
in Anderson County, Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife contacted emergency 
officials here and Anderson County 
fire and EMS responded. 

Barnes said he then contacted the 
Lexington Fire Department, which 
dispatched its dive team to assist in 
getting the car out of the lake. 


Once they determined no one 
else was in the vehicle, Barnes said 
divers were able to hook it to a cable 
and pull it out with a wrecker. 

Barnes said he was thankful to 
have the Lexington dive team avail¬ 
able. 

“We knew they were already 
going out for diving certification 
anyway, so we knew they were 
already together,” said Barnes, who 
retired from the Lexington Fire 
Department. 

“That’s one of the benefits of 
having worked there. They are an 
outstanding resource and it’s good 
to know we have that kind of orga¬ 
nization, training and equipment 
available at any time.”

access information about disability claims 
and benefits,” she said during an interview 
Monday afternoon. “It has become a great 
challenge to reach out and grab that infor¬ 
mation, but they need to know there are ser¬ 
vice representatives that will help them do 
that for free... that will help with the daunt¬ 
ing paperwork ahead.” 

Henry, whose father was wounded while 
fighting in Vietnam, knows a thing or three 
about the plight of veterans. She has trav¬ 
eled the nation for years, visiting VA hospi¬ 
tals, homeless veterans facilities and even 
Congress, where she lobbied for and won 
what is called the Heather French Henry 
Homeless Veterans Assistance Act. 

She also has established the Heather 
French Foundation for Veterans Inc. 

As Miss America, Henry’s platform was to 
raise awareness for homeless veterans. 

The Nov. 10 event is scheduled to begin 
at 5:30 p.m., and all veterans are welcome. 
Those planning to attend are asked to reg¬ 
ister by calling 839-7520 or 839-6676. Each 
veteran is asked to bring a guest. 

The dinner will be provided by the 
Christian Workers Circle at First Christian 
Church, and Hospice will provide informa¬ 
tion about its services. 

A local veteran, Scott Williams, will serve 
as master of ceremonies.

er allegation of abuse that, 
according to a parent, resulted 
in children “smearing feces 
all over the bathroom and 
themselves,” and “acting out 
sexually against a young child 
visiting the [parent’s] home.” 

In one case, a state trooper 
investigating the alleged 
sexual abuse of an infant said 
he believes Murphy’s actions 
led to the child being abused 
again. 

In that case, a mother’s boy¬ 
friend was suspected of sexu¬ 
ally abusing an infant, and 
that a preschool sibling of the 
infant was acting out sexually 


at daycare. 

In her report, Murphy 
wrote that a trooper with the 
Kentucky State Police told her 
that a hair found in the baby’s 
pubic area was examined and 
found be hair from a dog, not 
a human. 

An investigation proved 
that false, according to the 
attorney general’s office, 
because the trooper involved 
later said the hair had not 
been tested and that he never 
told Murphy that it was a dog’s 
hair. 

A complaint was filed 
against Murphy by unspeci¬ 
fied law enforcement, and 
Murphy later admitted to 
an investigator that she lied 
about information in the 
report, according to court 


documents. 

The mother in 2010 reunit¬ 
ed with the boyfriend, and 
another case was opened. Mur¬ 
phy attempted to take part in 
an interview and examination 
of the child, but a trooper 
told her to leave. The trooper 
has indicated that he believes 
Murphy’s actions “contributed 
to the child being abused 
again,” according to court 
documents. 

Another case includes an 
admission from Murphy that 
a case she falsified involving 
the sexual abuse of an 11-year- 
old “bothered” her because, 
despite closing the case as 
unsubstantiated, she “believed 
the child had been sexually 
abused,” according to court 
documents. 


Another case involves 
the alleged sexual abuse of 
a 7-year-old by a babysitter’s 
boyfriend. In her report, 
Murphy wrote that she had 
interviewed the suspect, along 
with the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department. She also wrote 
that the suspect passed a lie 
detector test and unsubstanti¬ 
ated the allegations of sexual 
abuse. 

When questioned by inves¬ 
tigators, Lawrenceburg police 
officers said the suspect was 
never interviewed nor did he 
take a lie detector test. 

Murphy later admitted that 
she falsified the case, accord¬ 
ing to court documents. 

Murphy, who moved to 
Florida after being forced 
from her job with social ser¬ 


vices, returned to Kentucky in 
September to appear in Circuit 
Court, where she pleaded not 
guilty and smiled as she left 
the courtroom. 

She was never formally 
arrested nor taken to jail 
because she was instead issued 
a criminal summons to appear. 

She is scheduled to appear 
in court 9 a.m. Nov. 22 for a 
pre-trial conference. 

The case is being prosecuted 
by the state attorney general’s 
office. 

Each felony count carries a 
sentence ranging from one to 
five years, and a fine ranging 
from $1,000 to $10,000, accord¬ 
ing to court documents.

$13,000 a month. 

That has left the 
board strapped for cash 
and under intense public 
scrutiny for its decision 
in 2008 to construct a 
new $2 million building 
on Glensboro Road. 

Before the board 
retreated behind closed 
doors last Wednesday, 
Hurley shared with 
members an efficiency 
plan he has developed to 
address ongoing losses. 

“I’ve already done 
things to be more effi¬ 
cient,” Hurley said. “But, 
yes, right now the prob¬ 
lem is still the same.” 

“I don’t see anything 
here that reduce costs 
significantly,” said 
board member Todd, 
an accountant who has 
spent the past 10 months 
examining the depart¬ 
ment’s finances. 

“We’re still looking 
at a $150,000 to $175,000 
deficit that is going to 
be there unless we raise 
taxes.” 


“I can’t speak for any¬ 
one else here, but I don’t 
think you can do this,” 
said Conway. “This has 
been going on for two 
years, and I don’t think 
by this time next year it 
will be any different. 

“I think the staff here 
can do the job, but only 
under different leader¬ 
ship.” 

Conway said he 
received three letters in 
support of Hurley from 
his staff. 

“They’re being loyal,” 
Conway said, “but I’ve 
got to be loyal to the 
21,000 people of Ander¬ 
son County I represent, 
and I don’t think you 
show the people of this 
county the respect they 
deserve.” 

“[Hurley] has a right 
to privacy,” Bustin said. 
“If you’re going to criti¬ 
cize Brandon, it will be 
done behind closed doors. 
You’re breaking the law 
right now.” 

Already three hours 
into the meeting, board 
member Mark Tussey 
said he was concerned 
that about 30 residents 
had waited long enough

to have their say and 
should be allowed to 
speak. 

“I think we should 
allow the public to voice 
whatever concerns 
they have brought here 
tonight,” Tussey said. 

Bustin objected, say¬ 
ing that while he always 
appreciates public com¬ 
ments, he wasn’t going 
to allow public remarks 
about Hurley. 

That angered several 
people in the audience, 
including outspoken 
health department critic 
Georgia Kinnerly. 

“I can say any [darn] 
thing I want,” she said. 
“You’ve hired too many 
people and this place is 
terribly run. You’ve built 


a Taj Mahal with a big 
staff, but there’s nobody 
here.” 

Following the closed 
session, Bustin said the 
board decided to seek 
“legal advice to make 
sure everyone is pro¬ 
tected.” 

No action was taken, 
and it was unclear how 
much support Conway’s 
effort to have Hurley 
fired has among fellow 
board members. 

The board seemed 
clearly divided early 
in the meeting and 
approved minutes from 
the previous meeting 
— normally only a for¬ 
mality — by a 5-4 vote. 

As he did two months 
ago, board member Matt 


Byers stridently objected 
to the way minutes are 
being kept, saying they 
don’t reflect nearly 
enough of what is said. 

“The minutes should 
reflect what was done, 
not what was said,” coun¬ 
tered Bustin. “In 25 years, 
people will want to see 
what was done, not what 
the board argued about.” 

Tussey agreed with 
Byers, saying that the 
person recording the 
minutes shouldn’t be 
“picking and choosing 
what color commentary 
is included.” 

Board member Jim 
Lee questioned why the 
board doesn’t videotape 
its meetings. 

Bustin said video 
concerns him because 
“young people today can 
edit that.” 

Todd questioned why 
the meetings are record¬ 
ed on audio. 

Bustin said he didn’t 
like that idea, either. 

“What is it you don’t 


want the public to hear?” 
asked Conway. 

“You can’t iden¬ 
tify who said what and 
memories are short,” said 
Bustin. 

Board member Aaron 
Goodpastor said the min¬ 
utes problem could be 
solved if board members 
received them at least 
two weeks before each 
meeting, giving them a 
chance to suggest addi¬ 
tions. 

The meeting also 
revealed that despite 
the health board man¬ 
dating no pay increases 
over the past two years, 
the health department’s 
payroll is budgeted to 
increase 3.5 percent this 
year. 

Hurley said the 
increases reflect promo¬ 
tions and some employ¬ 
ees being paid more for 
taking on additional 
duties.

City, county get together to talk trash 


Fur mure 
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Officials prefer fee placed on water, not property tax bills

The word “manda¬ 
tory” upsets people, said 
Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway. 

He doesn’t like it him¬ 
self. 

“I hate that word man¬ 
datory,” Conway said. 

“I can’t stand it, I wish 
there was a more favor¬ 
able word than manda¬ 
tory.” 

Mandatory trash 
pickup, however, could 
lead to Anderson County 
being designated as a 
Certified Clean County, 
a title that would reap 
grant funds for the 
county. 

It’s good for the coun¬ 
ty, Conway said. But he 
said he’s not sure how to 
implement it. 

“To me, there doesn’t 
seem like there’s a good 
solution for this,” Con¬ 
way said. 

Fiscal court members 
Conway and Magistrate 
David Ruggles met last 
Thursday with the city 
council finance commit¬ 
tee, the mayor and city 
clerk to discuss the reali¬ 
ties of instituting manda¬ 
tory trash collection. 

Council member 
Sandy Goodlett, member 
of the city’s finance com¬ 
mittee, said mandatory 
trash pickup was too 
important not to at least 
discuss. 

“I think it just makes 
sense in this modern age 
and time,” he said. 

If the city agrees to 
require mandatory trash 
pick-up, and agrees to 
a 5 percent administra¬ 
tive fee for billing, the 
total cost to the con¬ 
sumer would be $11.87, or 
$142.44 per year. 

County wide recycling 
will no longer be part of 
the proposed trash collec¬ 
tion ordinance, Conway 
said. 

Mayor Edwinna Baker, 
however, expressed con¬ 
cern on how to prevent 
paying the price for 
some city renters’ bad 
habits, factoring in the 
proposed cost of manda¬ 
tory trash pickup. 

This month alone, 
Baker said, about 144 
city water customers had 
their water and sewer 
service cut off for lack of 
payment. 

The first month, cus¬ 
tomers receive 10 percent 
penalty, she said. The 
second month they don’t 
pay, service stops. 

If mandatory trash 
service was instituted, 
the city could potentially 
foot around $27,000 per 
year for those renters 
who fail to pay their 


water and sewer bills. 

That’s a price the city 
can’t afford, Baker said, 
especially if the city and 
county must pay Allied 
Waste upfront to cover 
the entire cost of manda¬ 
tory trash collection. 

“That was one of our 
biggest concerns — who’s 
gonna eat that money,” 
Baker said. 

Conway agreed. 

“There’s no way the 
county can recover from 
a $27,000 deficit,” he said. 

According to reports 
from The Anderson 
News, the county opted 
for universal trash col¬ 
lection in the 1980s, 
which requires only that 
the county make trash 
collection available to 
those who want it. 

On Oct. 19 the fiscal 
court narrowly approved 
a measure to draft a 
county ordinance to 
require mandatory trash 
collection, an issue Con¬ 
way has pushed since 
taking office in January. 

Other counties require 
mandatory trash collec¬ 
tion, but billed residents 
with varied results. 

City clerk Robbie 
Hume said he received 
feedback from other 
counties and cities, all 
employing different 
methods of collection. 

In Franklin County, 
the city instituted a 1 
percent occupational tax. 
Nelson County chooses to 
bill its residents through 
their utility bills. 

“It’s apparently some¬ 
thing no one has nailed 
down to a science,” Hume 
said. 

The city and county 
weighed the pros and 
cons of two billing 
options — monthly pay¬ 
ments through water 
and sewer bills, or a pay¬ 
ment on a yearly prop¬ 
erty tax bill. 

“I know it’s a problem 
either way you go,” Con¬ 
way said. 


Tax bill vs water bill 

With six water dis¬ 
tricts — South Anderson, 
the city of Lawrence- 
burg, North Mercer, 
Farmdale, US 60 and 
Springfield — covering 
Anderson County, the 
decision to choose to 
bill customers via their 
monthly water utility 
bill comes with some 
complications. 

Conway expressed the 
concern that some water 
district customers, such 
as North Mercer, might 
be paying for Anderson 
County trash collection 
when some customers 
don’t live within county 
lines. 


Historical Society to discuss 
unified government Oct. 27

The Anderson County Historical Society will hold 
its monthly meeting at 7 p.m. on Oct. 27 at the Ander¬ 
son Public Library. 

This month’s speaker, local attorney and commu¬ 
nity leader Walter Patrick, will discuss the concept 
and advantages of combined city and county govern¬ 
ment. 

The meeting is free and open to the public. 
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Ruggles, chairman 
of the solid waste com¬ 
mittee, said he’s in favor 
of billing residents and 
homeowners on individ¬ 
ual’s water bills, rather 
than property tax. 

With more people 
renting as opposed to 
buying homes, collecting 
through water and sewer 
payments would be the 
least painful, Ruggles 
said. 

“I thought that would 
be a steeper mountain 
to climb, collecting from 
mortgage companies,” he 
said. 

It would be an admin¬ 
istrative nightmare, 
Ruggles said, to take into 
account empty houses 
and lots owned, but not 
occupied. 

“How do you put that 
[trash collection] on a tax 
bill for a house nobody’s 
lived in for years?” Rug¬ 
gles said. 

Conway agreed, citing 


the impact billing for 
property tax may have 
on landlords. 

“They would be pay¬ 
ing for trash pick up and 
residences wouldn’t be 
rented out,” Conway said. 

Tax bills, according to 
Hume, would be easy for 
those homeowners with 
mortgages to include as 
part of their escrow. It’s 
better from a collection 
standpoint, he said. 

“I don’t think those 
people would complain 
because they’re getting 
one less bill,” he said. 

No final decision was 
made in terms of billing, 
but both the city and 
county agreed that man¬ 
datory trash collection 
would be discussed fur¬ 
ther, even if they didn’t 
have all the answers for 
implementing it. 

“I don’t know what 
the answer is. I’ve looked 
at this for so long I can’t 
see the forest for the 
tree,” Ruggles said. 

He said no one has 
come up to him and 


told him they’re against 
mandatory trash pickup. 

“All the people 
who’ve stopped me in 
public, they’re all for it,” 
he said. “They’ve been 
very positive about it.” 

Conway said the next 
step for the mandatory 
trash collection requires 
getting all of the water 
districts together to 
discuss the best way to 
discuss billing, admin¬ 
istrative fees and other 
issues regarding trash 
collection. 

Steve Rucker, finance 
committee member, said 
he came into the meet¬ 
ing “not wild” about 
mandatory trash pickup, 
but the discussion 
between city and county 
members won him over. 

“I’m not saying it’s a 
dead issue,” Baker said at 
the close of the finance 
committee meeting. “We 
can work through any¬ 
thing.

Censorship a slippery 
slope for health board 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Shut up. 

Those two words together can be rather offensive, can’t 
they? They become even more so when those in authority decide 
not only if we’re allowed to speak, but limit what we’re allowed to 
even say. 

Andy Bustin, chairman of the Anderson County 
Board of Health, didn’t utter those two words last 
Wednesday night, but he sure came close. After 
nearly three hours of staff reports, statistics and a 
whole lotta stuff not one soul in the audience came to 
hear, the 30 or so citizens who attended the meeting 
were about to finally have a chance to say their piece 
when Bustin shut them down. 

Thankfully, board member Mark Tussey objected 
and forced a successful vote to open the floor for 
comments. 

That act was quickly undone, though, when Bustin 
decided censorship was in order and forbade the pub¬ 
lic from making comments about Brandon Hurley, 
the embattled health director. 

First, let’s be clear about what Bustin can and cannot do. As 
chairman, he has the right to halt a speaker if that person gets out 
of line or becomes abusive to anyone. He has that latitude. 

He does not have is the right to tell the public what it can¬ 
not discuss, including the job Hurley is being paid to do on the 
public’s behalf. 

Apparently feeling his oats after silencing Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway’s criticism of Hurley and demanding it be 
done in closed session, Bustin extended that rationale to the audi¬ 
ence. 

On several occasions he said that any comments about Hurley 
had to be made in closed session, although he clearly knew that 
the public would not be able to sit in on a closed session. 

What sense does that make? 

To his credit, Bustin has generally been open to public com¬ 
ments, oftentimes allowing the public to speak when an exact 
adherence to the rules would have prevented it. 

And, given his outward support of Hurley over the past several 
years, it’s understandable that he went into protection mode. 

But none of that earns him a pass for veering off the path to 
open government and onto one that restricts free speech, even 
when it’s speech some don’t want to hear. 

S peaking of protection mode, that’s almost certainly where the 
board of health is right now, and I don’t mean for Hurley. 
Following an hour-long closed session to determine Hur¬ 
ley’s employment fate, two clues as to where the board is headed 
were very evident. 

1. Board member and ardent Hurley support Joy Hoskins, who 
was absent but attended the meeting via webcam, let out what 
can best described as a mournful sigh once the board returned to 
open session. It certainly wasn’t a sigh of relief. 

2. If Hurley’s job were secure and Conway’s effort to get him 
fired had failed, there’s no conceivable reason that Bustin would 
have said that the board is seeking legal advice before proceed¬ 
ing. The board clearly doesn’t need legal advice to keep Hurley 
around, but it certainly is good policy to check with an attorney 
before firing him. 

All of which means I couldn’t have been any more wrong in 
my column last week. 

I wrote that Conway, who vowed to make a motion to have 
Hurley fired, almost certainly wouldn’t even receive a second. 

Because Bustin cut him off and demanded a closed session 
before Conway could actually make the motion, I guess I get a 
pass. But once that session ended, it was very apparent that Con¬ 
way not only had another member’s support, he apparently had 
at least a majority of board members behind him. 

We’ll have to wait until the conclusion of the board’s special 
called meeting Nov. 2 to find out if that support remains — includ¬ 
ing when the board comes out of closed session and members 
are forced to vote in public to keep Hurley on board or send him 
down the road.

Fall s racing toward finish line in a hurry 


H aven’t the sunsets 
been magnificent? 

As the sun gets 
lower in the sky and the 
wind blows particles into 
the air, the colors of Earth’s

At least it’s a 
great climax to 
our ever shorter 
days. 

By next week 
we’ll have just 
over 10 hours of 
daylight each 
day. Those pre¬ 
cious hours 
begin to dwindle 
quickly as we 
move closer to 
the winter solstice. All the 
more reason to hurry up and 
get those outside chores done. 

Mulch those leaves and 
put them on the strawber¬ 
ries, around new tree plant¬ 
ings and scatter them lightly 
on garden beds. Give the 
lawn a final crew cut. 

Then, take pen and paper 
in hand and start your list for 
next summer. 

My memory has never 
been exceptional, and as I 
grow older it seems to wane 
like the moon. I like to think 
it’s because my knowledge 
base has grown, creating 
more stuff to sort through. 

I said I like to think that. 

The point is that I need to 
remember what worked in 
the garden this year and 
what didn’t work, so I write 


it down. 

My peas were planted in a 
too-shady place. My numer¬ 
ous trellis plantings need 
some adjustments. 

With my prevailing winds 
coming from the west, I 
really need to remember to 
plant the zucchini and yel¬ 
low squash differently. 

This year they cross pol¬ 
linated and gave me some 
very colorful, yet tasty, 
squash. 

I also want to remember 
to put my tomato staking 
system in the ground before 
I plant. This year I had one 
raised bed that became 
almost jungle like, making it 
very difficult to harvest my 
tomatoes. 

I’ve also sketched out a 
new raised bed system for 
the bottom field areas that 
always flood in the spring, 
usually right after I’ve 
planted. I know I can’t beat 
Mother Nature, but I sure 
can work with her a little 
better. 

Some folks had difficulties 
with certain tomato varieties, 
battling disease and cracking. 
Write it down. 

This is a great time to do 
a little research on what 
varieties perform well in our 
wacky weather world. 

There is lots of informa¬ 
tion our there from people 
who conduct trials and write 
down every little thing. 

I’m a big fan of the saying 
“Learn from others’ mistakes, 


because we cannot possibly 
make them all ourselves.” 

As you’re gathering and 
sterilizing your various pots 
and trays for storage, keep a 
window box style planter out 
of the shed. Fill it with soil 
and bring it inside to a sunny 
spot. Sow some lettuce and/ 
or spinach. Since both are 
cold crops, you just need to 
give it enough light to keep 
you in greens throughout the 
winter. 

Many greenhouses close 
for the winter the end of 
October and they’d like noth¬ 
ing more than to end the 
year with an empty store. 

You can get some great 
deals on all kinds of things 
that will save you some seri¬ 
ous cash for next year. I’m 
pretty sure prices will go up 
next year, just like every¬ 
thing else. 

Now, get out there and 
work faster than the squir¬ 
rels. Soon, those sunsets will 
be reflecting off large blan¬ 
kets of white. 

We might as well accept 
reality, summer is over and 
fall is close to the finish line. 
It won’t be long before my 
Sundays will be filled with 
lounging on the couch, fur- 
balls at my feet and football 
on the screen. 

I can’t wait. Happy grow¬ 
ing.

Residents can get rid of unwant¬ 
ed prescription medications during 
a “Take Back Drug Day” organized 
by the Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office and federal Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Agency. 

Participants can bring expired, 
unused and unwanted prescription 
drugs to the sheriff’s office and 
dispose of them anonymously with 
no questions asked, according to a 
news release. The event is free. 

Last April, Americans turned 
in 376,593 pounds —188 tons — of 
prescription drugs at nearly 5,400 
sites operated by the DEA and 
more than 3,000 state and local law 
enforcement partners. 

This initiative addresses a vital 
public safety and public health 
issue, according to a news release. 


Medicines that languish in home 
cabinets are highly susceptible to 
diversion, misuse and abuse. Rates 
of prescription drug abuse in the 
U.S. are alarmingly high, as are the 
number of accidental poisonings 
and overdoses due to these drugs. 

Studies show that a majority 
of abused prescription drugs are 
obtained from family and friends, 
including from the home medicine 
cabinet. 

In addition, Americans are now 
advised that their usual methods 
for disposing of unused medicines 
— flushing them down the toilet or 
throwing them in the trash — both 
pose potential safety and health 
hazards. Four days after the first 
Take-Back event in September 
2010, Congress passed the Secure 
and Responsible Drug Disposal 


Act of 2010, which amends the 
Controlled Substances Act to allow 
an “ultimate user” of controlled 
substance medications to dispose of 
them by delivering them to enti¬ 
ties authorized by the Attorney 
General to accept them. 

The act also allows the Attorney 
General to authorize long term 
care facilities to dispose of their res¬ 
idents’ controlled substances in cer¬ 
tain instances. The DEA has begun 
drafting regulations to implement 
the Act, a process that can take as 
long as 24 months. 

Until new regulations are in 
place, local law enforcement agen¬ 
cies like the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office and the DEA will 
continue to hold prescription 
drug take-back events every few 
months.

County receives 
$55K grant for 
animal shelter 

Alabama clay issue finally resolved

Dogs and cats at the county’s animal shelter 
received an early Christmas present this year 
— one that will keep them warm this winter and 
cool next summer. 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway 
announced last Tuesday that the county has 
received a $55,000 grant from the state’s depart¬ 
ment of agriculture to make improvements to its 
animal shelter, including providing heat and air 
conditioning for animals housed there. 

“We’re going to enclose the open portion of the 
shelter,” Conway said, adding that the enclosure 
will also make cleaning the area easier in the 
winter because feces and urine will no longer be 
frozen. 

Conway said other improvements will be to 
replace worn-out cages and other upgrades. 

“We’re trying to make it a better place,” he 
said. 

Conway said animal control officer Jason 
Chesser deserves the credit for securing the 
grant, adding that it is the first Anderson County 
has received in recent memory. 

Work on the facility will start soon, Conway 
said, and a pair of bids have already been award¬ 
ed. 

“We applied for $85,000 and got $55,000, so we 
are trying to get the biggest bang for our buck,” 
he said. 


Alabama clay finally OK'd; 
batting cages possible 

After some eye-rolling and comments from 
magistrates that didn’t sit well with Conway, the 
fiscal court on Monday agreed to have Alabama 
clay installed on ball fields at the county park. 

The clay debate carried over the from the fis¬ 
cal court’s meeting last Tuesday, during which 
the issue was tabled while Conway gathered 
technical data on the clay. 

Magistrates didn’t object when $25,000 was 
added to the current budget earlier this year to 
purchase the clay, which according to Conway 
will make the fields better suited for tourna¬ 
ments and bring teams in from around the 
region. 

While discussing the clay, which was already 
sitting in a parking lot in the county park, Con¬ 
way fielded questions from magistrates over its 
durability and how exactly it was going to be 
installed. 

At one point he stopped and asked a question 
of Magistrate Buddy Sims. 

“I see you’re rolling your eyes, Magistrate 
Sims,” Conway said. “Is something on your 
mind?” 

Sims questioned if a contract was in place 
with the company that provided the clay, which 
prompted Conway to request the issue be tabled. 

It was, and when the fiscal court met Monday, 
Conway said the clay was approved but not by 
Magistrate Kenny Barnett. 

“He asked it I had considered Hoosier clay,” 
Conway said. “We’ve been talking about this 
since January, so I said no, I haven’t.” 

Along with new surfaces, the ball parks could 
also soon be getting batting cages. 

Conway said the fiscal court’s parks and rec¬ 
reation committee is discussing raising funds for 
two batting cages, which would be installed in 
the corner of the parking lot near the fields. 

“That was Magistrate Forrest Dale Stevens’ 
idea,” Conway said. “That way we won’t have to 
pour concrete.” 

Conway said the committee is still working to 
determine prices and are considering fundraisers 
to pay for the cages. 

Higher bid awarded for T-shirts 

Magistrates voted unanimously last Tuesday 
to award a bid for youth basketball T-shirts to a 
local company despite a lower bid from one in 
Indiana. 

Conway said the county generally accepts the 
lowest bids, but opted this time to award it to 
Splatter Inc. 

“It’s local and we know we can get problems 
fixed if anything comes up,” said Conway.

A century in Anderson County 


Ella Baxter turns 100 on Oct. 31

Ella Belle Overstreet Baxter isn’t 
hoarding the secret to her long life.

School groups host fundraiser for Open Hands food pantry

Two high school clubs, the 
FFA and FCCLA, are taking on 
the biggest fundraiser they’ve 
ever been involved in — rais¬ 
ing $100,000 for Open Hands 
food pantry. 

Heather Montgomery, co¬ 
adviser for FCCLA, said the 
two organizations, along with 
the Youth Service Center, 
started work on the school¬ 
wide fundraiser this summer. 

“FFA and FFCLA are driven 
by community service and 
leadership,” Montgomery said, 
adding that the fundraiser 
planning will give students 
real-world experience. 

The two high school clubs 


had collected canned goods in 
canned food drives in the past, 
but this year, they wanted to 
assist the Open 
Hands pantry 
in paying off its 
building’s mort- 
gage. 

“We’d love 
to pay it off in 
full,” Montgom¬ 
ery said. “That’d 
be our ultimate 
goal.” 

David Montgomery, director 
of the Open Hands food pan¬ 
try and soup kitchen, said the 
pantry served 969 individuals 
this August, the highest num¬ 
ber of individuals the pantry 
has seen during the summer 
months. 


Montgomery said reaching 
the $100,000 goal allows the 
pantry to pay off the mort¬ 
gage for their facility, which 
houses the food pantry, soup 
kitchen and future Commu¬ 
nity Promise medical clinic. 

He said he anticipates the 
need to increase this winter, 
given the current economy 
and job loss. 

The entire Anderson Coun¬ 
ty school district is participat¬ 
ing in the fundraiser, Heather 
Montgomery said, and the 
classroom that raises the most 
money will receive a pizza 
party. 

Letters sent to area busi¬ 
nesses encouraged them to 
raise money as well. The busi¬ 
ness that raises the most funds 


for Open Hands, Heather 
Montgomery said, will receive 
a full-page advertisement in 
The Anderson News free of 
charge. 

Letters were also mailed to 
area churches, encouraging 
them to sponsor a $1 Sunday 
monetary donation collection 
to Open Hands, as well as col¬ 
lecting canned food. 

The Anderson County 
school district will also be 
hosting a canned food drive 
in conjunction with the mon¬ 
etary drive, running Nov. 1-22. 

The FFA and FCCLA will be 
making the decision on which 
school and business raised the 
most funds by Nov. 20. 

More than 170 FCCLA and 
115 FFA students are involved 


in the fundraiser.

L et’s have a conver¬ 
sation. 

I cannot under¬ 
stand why, for some 
people, 
the Bible 
simply 
isn’t good 
enough. 

After all, 

God was 
clear in 
his warn¬ 
ings about Jess 
changing Thompson 

or adding Guest columnist 

to it, and - 

the penal¬ 
ties for doing so are 
fairly stiff. 

If you’re not aware 
of God’s warnings or 
penalties, please read 
on. 

Now, I have attended 
church my entire life 
under the Christian 
faith. 

My religious beliefs 
are based solely on the 


Bible written over a 
span of roughly 1,500 
years, concluding in the 
first century. 

I consider the Bible 
to be the inspired 
Word of God and to be 
entirely accurate. The 
conversation I would 
like to have is regard¬ 
ing “new religions” that 
sprung up after the 
Bible was written. 

What confuses me 
about these various 
Christian spinoffs is 
why they deem them¬ 
selves necessary. Why 
wasn’t the Bible good 
enough? 

In 610 A.D. Muham¬ 
mad wrote the Quran 
and created the Muslim 
faith, which has vari¬ 
ous biblical undertones 
(Muslims believe Jesus 
is a prophet not God). 

In theory, Muhammad 
wrote a new bible. 

Jump way ahead to 


1801-1839 when the Lat¬ 
ter Day Saints move¬ 
ment and Joseph Smith 
penned the Book of 
Mormon, which I can 
only describe as a sup¬ 
posed new addition to 
the Bible. 

In the late 1800s 
to early 1900s the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, 
under the leadership 
of Charles Taze Russell, 
arrived with yet again 
another interpretation 
of the Bible being over¬ 
seen through the Watch 
Tower Society. 

There are numerous 
other “religious” spi¬ 
noffs, but these three 
most come to my mind 
because of their quasi¬ 
relationship to the 
actual Bible. 

Again I ask the ques¬ 
tion, why isn’t the Bible 
good enough? 

Now, let’s hear what 
God has to say on the 


subject, and I’ll leave 
it to you to determine 
if there’s any way to 
misinterpret what 
he says in Revelation 
22:18-19: “For I testify 
unto every man that 
heareth the words of 
the prophecy of this 
Book, If any man shall 
add unto these things, 
God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are 
written in this Book: 
And if any man shall 
take away from the 
words of the Book of 
this prophecy, God shall 
take away his part out 
of the Book of Life, and 
out of the holy city, and 
from the things which 
are written in this 
Book.”

We all have an attitude toward all things. The word attitude 
has been defined as a mental position or feeling toward a 
person, place or thing. 

Why do we need to discuss attitude? Our attitudes are very 
important because they determine our direction in life. Life 
itself is mostly attitude; because our attitude determines what 
I am going to do in certain circumstances.

In 
preparing Timothy for the ministry he told him, “All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness, that the man of God may be complete, 
thoroughly equipped for ever good work” (2 Timothy 3:16- 
17). 

Since the Bible is the revealed will of God and the only 
revelation that we are going to receive, don’t you think we 
ought to spend a great deal of time learning it? My attitude 
about God’s Word will determine how I handle anything that 
comes my way.

NICHOLASVILLE - This time, 
Anderson County’s Band of Brothers 
took some real history and put it to 
use in a football game. 

And the way the Bearcats clinched 
a home-field advantage in the first 

round of the state Class - 

5A playoffs could not 
have been more fitting. 

Anderson County 
put together a splendid 
performance at East 
Jessamine Friday night 
by doing what Easy 
Company did in World 
War II: The Bearcats 
took to the air. 

All season long, the 

Bearcats have referred - 

to themselves as a foot¬ 
ball version of the Band 
of Brothers, a unit from the big war 
that experienced great success from 
the Normandy Invasion through 
the end of the war and beyond. Easy 
Company was made famous in the 
book, Band of Brothers, by Stephen 
Ambrose, then in the acclaimed HBO 
mini-series of the same name. 

The company was part of the 
101s Airborne Division and was part 
of the massive drop that landed in 
France behind Hitler’s Atlantic Wall. 
The company was in hostile territory, 
yet succeeded. 

There is, of course, no way that a 
football game can even compare to 
the horrors of war. 

However, some high stakes were 
on the line Friday night. Even after 
being denied a second straight dis¬ 
trict championship by Franklin 
County the week before, the big pic¬ 
ture said there was still a lot to play 
for, namely, the school’s first regional 
title. 

“In life you will have disappoint¬ 
ments along the way,” Peach told his 
players and their parents and friends 
gathered around for his post-game 
comments. “Where you show your 
character is how you bounce back.” 

Peach took his fingers and drew a 
large heart on his chest. 

“You showed a lot of this and a lot 
of character tonight.” 

Indeed, it would have been easy to 
lick the wounds that Franklin Coun¬ 
ty left in a 56-24 win a week before. 
Ever since competitive sports began, 
teams that experience emotional 
wins or defeats often are unable to 
muster what it takes to be successful 
the following week. 

To be sure, East Jessamine was also 
coming off a nightmare, an 18-13 loss 
to crosstown rival and previously 
winless West Jessamine. Adding to the 
Jaguars’ woes, stellar running back 
Cameron Thomas spent his Senior 
Night along the East Jessamine side¬ 
line on crutches with a knee injury. 

At the same time, though, Ander¬ 
son had built-in excuses too, such 
as the high number of injuries that 
have wreaked havoc in the offensive 
line, where Anderson could least 
afford it. Shuffling people around, 
as the Bearcats have had to do often 
this year, has the advantage of get¬ 
ting more people into the game and 
preparing for the future, but the 
downside is that an offensive line 
could be more like a basketball team 
than any other facet of football. 

That line has to become five as 
one for a team to reach the lofty 
goals Anderson has. 

For the first time since early in 
the season, Anderson was relatively 
healthy Friday, giving Seth Carmi¬ 
chael time to throw. He’s not the 
flashiest quarterback around, but 
give Carmichael time to throw, he 
can be lethal. 

Completing 80 percent of his 
throws, amassing 340 yards and six 
touchdowns shows just how lethal he 
can be. But there was something even 
more telling about Carmichael - and 
Anderson County’s Band of Brothers 
- that was apparent as the numbers 
settled in. 

“We threw to seven different peo¬ 
ple,” Peach said. “If you want to stop 
one, we have others that can catch 
the ball.” 

Carmichael chimed in, “I have 
great teammates and coaches.” 

In other words, the record-setting 
night of six scoring throws and inter¬ 
cepting three passes weren’t nearly as 
important as the 50-16 final score and 
clinching a home playoff game for 
the fifth straight season. 

Yes, it’s only football. But you get 
the idea that Anderson County’s 
Band of Brothers are learning what 
made the real Band of Brothers spe¬ 
cial.

Carmichael ties 
school records

NICHOLASVILLE - Seth 
Carmichael can only hope 
his Saturday turned out 
somewhere in the neigh¬ 
borhood of how his Friday 
went. 

About 12 hours before he 
was scheduled to take the 
ACT college placement test, 
Anderson County’s senior 
quarterback tied his own 
school record by throwing 
six touchdown passes. On a 
night when East Jessamine 
dared Anderson to pass, 
Carmichael took the dare, 
completing 12 of 15 throws 
for 340 yards. 

Anderson shellacked the 
host Jaguars 50-16 to wrap 
up a No. 2 seed and the 
resulting home-field advan¬ 
tage in the first round of the 
state playoffs, beginning on 
Nov. 4. 

But Carmichael was not 
through. He also picked off 
three East Jessamine passes, 
tying a school record held 
by Damon McKee, David 
Ishmael and Dickie Russell. 


Pressed into service as kicker 
due to Bill Rose’s absence, 
Carmichael was perfect on 
seven extra-point attempts. 

There is no truth to the 
rumor that Carmichael 
drove the team bus to Nicho- 
lasville. 

“I don’t want to drive that 


old crooked road,” Carmi¬ 
chael laughed when asked. 

Ok. But we are sure we 
saw Carmichael selling pop¬ 
corn on occasion. 

It was that kind of night. 
If he did half as good on his 
ACT the next day, he will 
have his pick of colleges. 


“I am so proud of Seth,” 
Anderson coach Mark Peach 
said. “He is a fantastic young 
man to work with. He works 
so hard. He tied the touch¬ 
down (pass) record, tied the 
interception record. I’m very 
happy for him.” 

Carmichael was quick to 
spread the accolades around. 
“I have great teammates and 
great coaches,” he said. “It 
was a team effort.” 

It was a night when 
Carmichael’s buddy, Ethan 
Kelly caught four passes, 
three of them going for 
touchdowns, for 216 yards. 
For good measure, he also 
picked off a pass by East 
Jessamine’s Cody Garrett 
and returned it 54 yards for 
a touchdown. 

Another Anderson senior, 
Travis Phillips, caught two 
touchdown passes and was 
in on 10 tackles. Spencer 
Ruggles also caught a touch¬ 
down pass. Blake Curtsinger 
tipped a pass directly to Car¬ 
michael on one of the thefts 
and caught a pass for a two- 
point conversion. 

All seniors. 

After all, it was Senior 
Night at East Jessamine. The

LEXINGTON - The emo¬ 
tions flowed and the tears 
were profuse. 

For Anderson County, a 
soccer season that saw the 
Lady Bearcats mesh and 
become a true team had 
ended last Wednesday. And 
it had ended in the most 
cruel of ways. 

Tates Creek’s Abby 
Vanbussum got a penalty 
kick just out of the reach 
of Anderson goalie Emily 


Mager with 15:03 to play, giv¬ 
ing the home-standing Lady 
Commodores the only score 
they needed for a 1-0 victory 
in the Region 13 Tourna¬ 
ment semi-finals. 

The kick was awarded 
after Anderson was called 
for a handball in the box. 
Vanbussum shot to her left. 
Mager dove, but could only 
get her fingertips on the ball 
before it settled in the net. 

“I thought she had it,” 
Anderson coach Jason Ear¬ 
nest said of Mager. “When 


she dove, I thought she had 
it until I saw it hit the net.” 

On a night when Ander¬ 
son’s strategy was to simply 
keep Tates Creek out of the 
net, then hope for a lucky 
bounce and a breakaway 
or play for overtime and a 
shootout, Vanbussum’s point 
changed things dramatically. 

Anderson, which did not 
have a shot on goal all night, 
was forced to attack, but the 
Lady Bearcats were simply 
unable to generate any 
offense of their own. 


“Yes, that was our strat¬ 
egy,” said a tearful Earnest, 
who displayed as much emo¬ 
tion at the end of a season as 
he ever has. 

His explanation was 
simple: The Lady Bearcats 
had become formidable 
down the stretch because 
they bought into his belief 
that the best hope of suc¬ 
cess came from becoming a 
defensive-minded team. 

“I began to see it about 
the time we played Mur¬ 
ray,” Earnest said of a match 
against a Top 5 team back on 
Sept. 24 in Elizabethtown. 
“We won that night (2-1) and 
the girls began to see what 
we could be.” 

While Anderson only 
went 3-3 from that point 
heading into last Wednes¬ 
day’s matchup, that record 
was more a reflection of the 
Lady Bearcats’ rugged sched¬ 
ule than an indictment of 
the strategy.

Peach says Friday's opponent better than record

It’s not Athens, Ga., but 
Anderson County will be play¬ 
ing down between the hedges 
Friday night. 

The Bearcats will be travel¬ 
ing to Marion County for the 
regular-season finale against 
a team with a tradition that 
belies the Knights’ 3-6 record 
in 2011. 

“Marion County is truly one 
of the great venues to play 
high school football,” Ander¬ 
son coach Mark Peach said 
Monday. “They have the hedge 
row all around the field and it 
is a very pretty setting.” 

The last time Anderson 
made the trip to Lebanon, 
though, it was not a pretty 
ending. The Bearcats fought 
back from a big deficit to take 
a late lead only to see Marion 
complete a “Hail Mary” pass 
and score with seven seconds 
left for a 42-39 win. 

The year before, Anderson 
effectively sealed a perfect 
regular season by beating 


previously unbeaten Marion 
21-19 in the ninth game of the 
season. 

“Both of those games were 
tremendous games,” Peach 
remembered. “When you look 
at Marion, they haven’t really 
changed in terms of personnel. 
They have good size, tremen¬ 
dous speed and they are very 
physical.” 

Marion coach Jeff Robbins 
has been leading the Knight 
program for a year longer than 
Peach has been at Anderson. 
Robbins became head coach 
in 2004 and went 1-9, the same 
as Peach did in his first year at 
Anderson the following year. 

Since then, Marion has 
not had a losing record in the 
regular season, although the 
Knights have had a pair of 5-6 
seasons with first round play¬ 
off losses. But in 2009, Marion 
made it all the way to the state 
Class 4A semi-finals before los¬ 
ing to Lone Oak. 

The Knights are 3-6, but 
Peach says, “They are much 
better than their record indi¬ 


cates. They have lost to Boyle 
County, Lexington Catholic 
and Washington County, who is 
having a great run right now.” 

And, Peach says, the 
Knights can fly. “They have 
speed, speed and more speed,” 
he says. 

Peach expects a battle. “We 


can actually finish the regular 
season at 8-2 which is a game 
better than we did last year,” 
Peach said Friday night. “We 
have something to play for.” 

Monday, he noted that it 
will be tough to slow Marion 
down. “They have excellent 
personnel,” Peach said. “I 


think what is really impres¬ 
sive is even when they got 
behind against Boyle County 
and Lexington Catholic, they 
continued to play with effort. 
They have moved the ball on 
everyone with ease. 

“It will be a challenge for us, 
no doubt about it.”

only problem for the Jaguars 
was that the Anderson seniors 
were the ones having story¬ 
book nights. 

East Jessamine, a team 
many expected to compete 
for the district title in the 
pre-season, showed it was not 
the same team without stellar 
running back Cameron Thom¬ 
as, who watched his Senior 
Night leaning on crutches on 
the East Jessamine sideline. 
The leading rusher in Class 
5A before his injury at Mont¬ 
gomery County two weeks ago, 
Thomas could have made a 
huge difference. 

“East Jessamine, even with¬ 
out Cameron Thomas, they 
still have some players,” Peach 
said. “(Oleh Markovich) is a 
great lineman. (Hayden Tat- 
man) and (Blake Hinkle) are 


excellent backs.. 

“They took some chances 
defensively They went to 
cover zero, which means no 
safety. Anytime someone goes 
with cover zero, you have to 
do three things to get them to 
loosen up. You have to make 
the throw, make the catch 
and protect the quarterback. 
We were able to do all three 
things.” 

But on this night it was 
Anderson County spotting the 
Jaguars an early 8-0 lead, then 
exploding when East Jessa¬ 
mine stacked as many as nine 
defenders on the line of scrim¬ 
mage. At halftime, Anderson 
had just five yards rushing, 
but led 36-8, following a 28- 
point second quarter. 

For the game, Anderson 
averaged nearly three points 
for every minute it had the 
ball, scoring 50 points in under 
18 minutes. The Bearcats’ most 
time-consuming scoring drive 
lasted all of 92 seconds. The 


longest march, 80 yards, took 
just two plays. 

“It was kind of hard (to be 
ready),” Carmichael said. “It 
came on the road. There’s not 
many people here, We had to 
get ourselves hyped up. It was 
cold.” 

But that early deficit was a 
bit of a wakeup call. 

Some wake up. 

East Jessamine had taken 
advantage of several Anderson 
miscues to score first, a 1-yard 
plunge from Seth Hunt with 
2:57 to go in the first quarter. 

Carmichael had already 
intercepted a pass by then, but 
Kelly had fumbled to give East 
the ball at the Anderson 37. 
Anderson stopped that drive 
at the Bearcat 3, but after not 
being able to get a first down, 
the Bearcats aided the Jaguar 
scoring march with three pen¬ 
alties before Hunt scored. 

Just 69 seconds later Carmi¬ 
chael connected with Kelly on 
a 37-yard scoring strike that 


started Anderson’s avalanche. 

By the time East Jessamine 
got inside the Anderson 40 
again, the Bearcats led 43-8. 
For much of the final 18 min¬ 
utes, many of the Anderson 
players were wearing clean 
uniforms on a muddy field as 
Peach cleared his bench. 

“I couldn’t be more proud 
of a bunch of kids. We talked 
about not having a pity party 
(after the bitter loss to Frank¬ 
lin County the week before),” 
Peach said. “They came out 
real well. I thought we had 
a great week of practice and 
preparation. We prepared bet¬ 
ter than we have. 

“They wanted that first 
round home playoff game. We 
talked about how important 
that was and that being in 
a two seed, you are still in a 
pretty good position.” 

Game notes 

**The victory was Ander¬ 
son’s first-ever over East Jessa¬ 


mine. The teams were district 
rivals from 2003-2006 with 
East Jessamine winning all 
four of those contests. 

**Despite its skid since 
Thomas went down, East Jes¬ 
samine was able to hold on to 
the district’s No. 3 seed when 
both Montgomery County 
and West Jessamine lost. The 
district’s state qualifiers are 
Franklin County, Anderson 
County, East Jessamine and 
Montgomery County. 

**Anderson will host a 
first-round playoff game for 
the fifth consecutive season, 
a first in program history. The 
Bearcats will host former dis¬ 
trict rival South Oldham in 
the Class 5A playoffs on Nov. 
4. Anderson has never lost to 
South Oldham in seven meet¬ 
ings.

The race for governor is between 
incumbent Steve Beshear (D), Sena-

tor Davis Williams (R) and perennial 
candidate Gatewood Galbraith who is 
running as an Independent. As of this 
writing, none of these candidates had 
received an NRA endorsement. Bes¬ 
hear and Williams were both awarded 
a grade of “A” by the NRA system 
which indicates the candidate is “solid¬ 
ly pro-gun.” Galbraith was not graded 
but appears to be pro-gun. 

The race for Attorney General is 
between Jack Conway (D) and Todd 
P’Pool (R). Conway is one of only two 
statewide candidates to receive an 
NRA endorsement and also received a 
grade of “A.” P’Pool received a grade of 
“AQ” which the NRA defines as being 
pro-gun based solely on the candidates 
response to NRA Candidate Question¬ 
naire and does not have a voting record 
on the Second Amendment. 

The other NRA endorsement to date 
in Kentucky goes to James Comer (R) 
who is running for the Commissioner 
of Agriculture seat. He also received a 
grade of “A” from the NRA. Comer is 
running against Bob Farmer (D) who 
received an NRA grade of “AQ”. 

Bill Johnson (R) and Allison Grimes 
(D) are candidates for Secretary of 
State with both receiving NRA grades 
of “AQ” due to their lack of voting 
record in regards to Second Amend¬ 
ment issues. Speaking of voting, John¬ 
son favors photo identification as proof 
of who you are when going to the polls 
to vote and Grimes opposes the photo 
identification. Personally, I think you 
should have to show proof you are 
actually a United States citizen before 
getting to vote and providing a simple 
government issued photo ID is not an 
inconvenience. 

K.C. Crosbie (R) and Todd Hollen- 
bach (D) are running for Treasurer and 
each received NRA grades of “AQ”. 

The Public Auditor’s race pits John 
Kemper (R) against Adam Edelen (D). 
Kemper received an NRA grade of A- 
and Edelen received an “AQ”. 

I realize a lot of elected offices and 
those running for them never cast 
an actual vote toward moving a “bill” 
towards becoming a “law” that may 
or may not affect gun control. I still 
feel more comfortable at least know-

Jefferson County’s 
McNeely Lake is a good des¬ 
tination for canoeists, kayak¬ 
ers and those in small boats 
because the use of gasoline- 
powered motors is prohibited. 

Located in Okolona, a 
suburb about 15 miles south 
of downtown Louisville, the 
51-acre, L-shaped impound¬ 
ment is reached via the Beu¬ 
lah Church Road exit off the 
Gene Snyder Freeway. Turn 
right onto Cooper Chapel 
Road and follow the signs. 
The lake is located within the 
746-acre McNeely Lake Park, 
operated by the Louisville 
Metro Parks system. 

There’s a concrete boat 
launching ramp and cour¬ 
tesy dock close to the park 


entrance. There is no fee 
charged to launch. 

Open to fishing in 1955 
and owned by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources, McNeely Lake 
has 3.3 miles of shoreline and 
a maximum depth of 30 feet 
near the dam. However, most 
of the lake is less than 10 feet 
deep. 

“McNeely Lake has lots of 
bank access,” said Jeff Crosby, 
central district fisheries biol¬ 
ogist for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. For being so close to 
town, its a dandy fishing spot. 

There is good bank access 
on the western shore of the 
lake, including several fishing 
piers. Other facilities include 
a picnic area with shelter, 
playground, restrooms and 


walking trail. Park hours are 
6 a.m. to 11 p.m. 

Most anglers fish for blue- 
gill, redear sunfish, crappie 
and catfish. 

The lake is managed 
under statewide creel and 
size limit regulations. Shad 
may not be possessed or used 
for bait. Shad eradication 
in 1997 greatly improved 
panfish populations. Beds 
of water willow that extend 
about 10 feet from the shore 
provide cover for panfish. 

Recent sampling of the 
lake revealed a good number 
of 6- to-8-inch bluegill and 6- 
to 9-inch redear sunfish. “The 
redear sunfish like the deeper 
water on the edges of flooded 
grass,” said Crosby. 

Drifting is a good fishing 


strategy for redear sunfish 
and bluegill. Red worms, 
mealworms and wax worms 
are the best live bait and 
should be fished on light 
spinning tackle. The basic 
panfish rig is a long shank 
No. 10 hook, a small split-shot 
sinker and a bobber. Attach 
the split shot about 10 inches 
above the hook. 

Adjust the depth of the 
bait so that it is suspended 
just off the bottom. Larger 
redear sunfish tend to stay in 
deeper water, away from the 
banks, from 4 to 8 feet deep. 

McNeely Lake also receives 
a yearly stocking of 1,300 
channel catfish measuring up 
to 9 inches. 

The area southeast of the 
dam that is not accessible to 


bank anglers tends to offer 
some of the best fishing 
because theres less pressure. 

It takes about 20 minutes to 
reach this spot by paddling 
or motoring with an electric 
trolling motor. This small 
arm of the lake is surrounded 
by woodlands. It features 
scattered stump beds in the 
lake bed and numerous fallen 
trees along the banks. 

There is good cover for 
largemouth bass. Sampling 
revealed largemouth bass 
are present in all sizes up to 
21 inches. “There are lots of 
10- tol4-inch bass, and good 
quality bass weighing 2 to 3 
pounds,” said Crosby. 

These fish provide excel¬ 
lent sport with fly fishing 
gear or light spinning tackle.
